S te v e n s P o in t, W is., Jan. 12.— Dr. O. 
C. Meyer, a physician of this city, aged 
34, was shot dead at about 4 o’clock Fri­ 
day afternoon by Philip Griffith, 
his 
father-in-law. 
Half an hour before the murder Meyer 
and William Griffith, his brother-in-law, 
had quarreled in front of the postoffice and 
had come to blows, but had been separated ; . 
_ f ,, 
t

by bystanders. 
Afterward they walked I T N Z . N V . : 
down Mam street together and turned 
south on Third street 
Less than fifty feet 
from the corner Meyer’s 
father-in law 
stepped up behind him and placing a re­ 
volver at his head fired the fatal bullet, re­ 
marking as he did so: “Blood for blood!” 
The shot entered the head just above 
the right 
ear, passing 
straight into 
the brain and lodging within at the oppo­ 
site side. 
The doctor dropped to the walk 
dead, without uttering a word. 
Both of 
the Griffiths were immediately arrested and 
taken to jail. 
The elder, who is about 60 
years old and physically feeble, freely ad­ 
mitted that he committed the deed and ex­ 
pressed satisfaction. 
On Dec. 19 Mrs. Meyer, tho wife of the 
doctor, died from the effects of a revolver 
shot. 
The husband claimed at the exami­ 
nation that she came to her death by her 
her own 
hands. 
Circumstantial 
evi­ 
dence 
warranted 
tho 
coroner’s 
jury 
in 
not 
bringing 
in 
a 
verdict 
of suicide, but the deed was cluyged to no 
named person. 
The parents and brother of 
Mrs. Meyer—the Griffiths—stoutly main­ 
tained that she did not commit suicide, and 
the father has since then tried to secure a 
warrant for the doctor’s arrest. 
Having 
no additional evidence in his possession, the 
officers did not feel warranted in issuing 
the writ. 
Friday’s tragedy is the outcome.

12.—Tho Leg­ 
islature m et a t IO o’elock Friday m orning, 
and tho scone around tho Senate cham ber 
was a mild repitition of th a t which occur­ 
red Thursday. 
Col. Robertson, accom panied by Senator 
Do Motte, of V alparaiso, approached tho 
door leading into tho Senate cham ber and 
tho form er nearly slipped in, but tho w atch­ 
ful doorkeeper, Bulger, stepped before him 
and intercepted his passage, 
ltobertson 
again dem anded admission, statin g th at 
ho 
was 
tho 
Lieutenant-G overnor 
of 
Indiana. 
Bulger 
replied: 
“ Col­ 
onel, 
m y 
orders 
to 
keep 
you 
out are still in force,” 
DoMott passed in, 
leaving tho rejected Colonel on tile outside, 
where he rem ained nearly the entire m orn­ 
ing. 
Tho session was devoted to trivial 
m atters such as draw ing for seats ami dis­ 
cussing and correcting T hursday’s journal. 
President Pro Tem Cox preside I w ithout 
protest. 
A t I o’clock the Senate adjourned 
to m eet tho House in

o’clock to receive the G overnor’s message.

present. 
Gov. G ray appeared before the 
Houses and delivered his message, which 
took an hour in its delivery. 
Ho said tho 
S tate debt was now- $6,670,HOS. of which 
one half was owing to tho school fund and 
draw ing 0 ]>er cont interest. 
Ile recom­ 
mended th a t tho debt to tim school fund lie 
paul and tho money distributed to the 
counties. 
Tho S tate could borrow all the 
money th a t she wanted a tli p ercen t, and 
tho saving in interest annually would bo 
over $100,000. 
Ho recommended th at a 
tax of 2 cents on tho $100 bo levied to pay 
off tho debt of the State. 
Ho dw elt a t 
length on tho reform needed in the election 
laws, and said, in p art: 
“ I earnestly invito your attention to tho 
im perative necessity for a revision of tho 
election laws, so as to guard m ore effect­ 
ually the exercise of tho elective franchise 
and secure to tho people fair and honest 
elections. 
It is m anifest th a t tho public 
faith in tho purity of our elections has be­ 
come shaken, anti the feeling is widespread 
th a t the decision of tho ballot box no longer 
reflects the honest judgm ent of a m ajority 
of tho voters. 
It is needless to say th at 
tho ballot box is the superstructure upon 
which is built our representative form of 
governm ent, and in our ability to m aintain 
its purity lies the only hope of the perpet­ 
uity of our free institutions. 
You can ren­ 
der tho S tate no more exalted service 
than 
to 
fram e 
and 
enact 
such 
laws 
as 
will, 
so 
far 
as 
legislation 
can 
accomplish, prevent the corrupt use of 
money, preserve the secrecy of tho I allot, 
secure pure elections, and punish by tho 
severest penalties all who m ay bo guilty of 
com m itting fraud upon tho ballot-box, of 
bribing or attem pting to bi llie any elector, 
or of corrupting iii any m anner tho suff­ 
rages of tho people. 
The ballots should bo 
printed by tho State, and lie procured by tho 
voter only a t tho poling places under such 
restrictions as will give every voter tho op­ 
portunity to select and vote tho ticket of 
his choice w ithout interference by others, 
and congregating and electioneering about 
the polling places should bo strictly pro­ 
hibited. 
The laws should b * so fram ed as 
to excludojjall j surveillance over the voter 
while casting his ballot. 
I would recom ­ 
mend th at the election precincts contain 
not over 200 voters. 
I le d th at I cannot 
too strongly urge upon you tho im portance 
of giving the m atter earnest and early con­ 
sideration.” 
“ W hite C ap” O utrages. 
On the subjectof “ W hite C ap” outrages 
tho Governor said: 
“ Evidence was finally procured again-t 
the principal participants, w ho were in 
dieted and tho trial set for Dee. 21, I SSS 
The defendants have taken a change cf 
venue, aud tho tim e of the trial is now 
fixed for M arch 2<’>. 
The lawlessness has 
been com pletely suppress'd. 
Intim ations 
have been given by persons im plicated th at 
they desire to arrange with tho State, 
agreeing th at no further outrages would be 
com m itted if prosecutions on the 
p art at 
the S tate would cease. 
I felt th a t the 
S tate could not afford to compromise with 
persons guilty of such offense, and have in­ 
structed tho authorities to prosecute all, 
against whom evidence can be obtained, to 
the full extent of the law .”

January IS, 1880. 
[Specially arranged from S. S. Quarterly.] 
Lesson Text—Mark 1: 21-34. 
Golden Text—Aa His custom was, He 
went into the synagogue on the Sabbath 
day.—Luke 4 :16. 
Central Truth—J esus [and His religion 
are full of blessed words and works for all. 
Time—April, May, A. D. 23. A year and 
five months after the baptism of Jesus. 
P lace—The northwestern shores of the 
oca of Galilee, chiefly at Capernaum. 
P arallel Accounts—Matt. 8:14-17: Luke 
4: 31-41. 
Intervening History—The temptation of 
Jesus (Mark I: 12,13; M att 4: 1-11). Jesus 
returns, February, A. D. 27, from the wil­ 
derness to Bethabara, to John (John 1:19- 
42). Thence He goes to Galilee (March), a t­ 
tends the m arriage at Cana. 
Returns to 
Jerusalem to the passover, April 9, A. D. 
27, and spends the summer and early au­ 
tumn preaching in Judea (John 4:3). Goes 
back to Galilee, passing through Samaria 
(John 4: 4-42) (December), preaches and 
heals cm any. John the Baptist imprisoned; 
goes to Jerusalem to passover, March 29, 
A. D. 2S (John 5). Returns to Galilee (Luke 
4: 14); preaches at Nazareth and is rejected 
thero (Luke 4: 16-32); and then goes to 
Capernaum, where He makes Ilia home 
(Matt. 4: 12-17). Calls four disciples to be 
His constant attendants (Mark I: 16-20). 
Introduction—Mark passes in silence 
over nearly a year of the lifo of Jesus, 
chiefly because that year was spent largely 
in Judea; and Peter, from whom Mark re­ 
ceived mush of his Gospel, w as not the 
constant attendant of Jesus till the time of 
our present lesson. We have to-day speci­ 
mens of Jesus’ method of bringing men 
into His kingdom. 
H elps o v er H ard Places—Jesus next 
spends the last part of a year and a half in 
Galilee. 21. Capernaum: 
a city on the 
northwest coast of the Sea cf Galilee, 
supposed to have contained 80,000 inhabit­ 
ants. Synagofjue: a place of assembly, like 
our modern church. 22. Taught . . . author­ 
ity: He spoke as one who knew all things, 
for He did know. Scribes: tho learned peo­ 
ple of the Jews. 23. Unclean spirit: called 
unclean, because He made the man unclean, 
unholy, vile, in body and soul. 25. Hold thy 
peace: the testimony of a bad spirit would 
injure a good cause. Even the truths a 
liar tells are thought to be lies. 26. Cried 
with a loud voice: an inarticulate ci% not a 
word of speech, which Jesus had forbidden. 
27. I Dial new doctrine: rather, teaching; re­ 
ferring to both m atter and manner. And 
they do obey Him: His miracles added au­ 
thority to His words. 29. Forthwith: im­ 
mediately. 30. Sick of a fever: Luke says, 
a great fever; they were common at Caper 
naum on account of the marshes. 31. She 
ministered: showing that the cure [was in­ 
stantaneous and complete. 32. At even: they 
came then (I) as the pleasantest time for 
tho sick; (2) the nows had just got around; 
(3) their Sabbath ended at sunset, and the 
people felt at liberty to go abroad and do 
any needed work. 34. Healed many: show­ 
ing the divine mission of Jesus, to heal, to 
help, to comfort, to save. Divers: various. 
Comments—J esus led a very busy life 
for the three years of His public ministry. 
So busy was He, that at times He and His 
disciples hardly had time for their meals. 
His Sundays were no exception to the gen­ 
eral rule, and of these we have a specimen 
in tho lesson for to-day. In the morning of 
that day Ho entered into the synagogue 
and there found a man who had an unclean 
spirit. The evil spirits that possessed the 
man led him to cry out and beseech the 
Saviour to let him alone. At this, Jesus 
in compassion, rebuked tho ovil spirit, and 
commanded him to come out of the man. In 
rage at this command, and yet powerless 
to refuse, the spirit tore the mau violently 
and came out of him. At this the people were 
amazed, and the fame of the Master was 
spread abroad in all that region. As soon 
as they came out of tho synagogue, they 
went to tho house of Simon Peter, whose 
mother-in-law was very sick; and Jesus, 
taking her by the hand, rebuked the fever, 
and in an instant she was perfectly healed 
of the disease, so that she got up and be­ 
gan to wait on her guests. This caused the 
people of that neighborhood to bring to the 
Master all those who were in any way sick, 
and He healed them all. So great was the 
number of those who thus came, that we 
are told that the whole city was gathered 
around tho doors of Peter’s house. But this 
was probably not the only time when the 
Master was thus busy, for there were many 
people that were sick, and it is probable 
that on many a day He was as busy as He 
could be from morning to night in minis­ 
tering to their bodily wants. 
The most prominent point in this lesson is 
the healing power of Jesus. There is no re­ 
corded instance in which any sick person 
applied to Him for healing in vain. In one 
or two instances he delayed granting the 
request, as in the case of Lazarus and tho 
Svro-Phcenician woman. But m every in­ 
stance tho delay was for beneficent pur­ 
poses. To other requests Jesus sometimes 
gave a flat deuial, as when He was asked 
by carping Pharisees for a sign, or when 
James and John asked for places of extra­ 
ordinary pre-eminence in His kingdom, or 
when a man wanted him to turn civil judgo, 
and docide a case between his brother and 
himself. But whenever poor stricken hu­ 
manity turned to Christ for relief it always 
found his heart and hand ready to admin­ 
ister it So not in Galilee alone, but wher­ 
ever He went, blessings of healing flowed 
from His gentle hands. There were thou­ 
sands in that land who could bear witness 
to His healing power, since for three years 
Ho went about doing good. No earthly 
monarch ever made such a “ progress ” 
through his realms. Some, indeed, have 
given money abundantly when they have 
journeyed in state through their dominions, 
but none was ever able to awaken such a 
continued chorus of gratitude as this man 
awakened. Like abundant rain to the fam­ 
ished sons of the desert, so wrero C hrist’s 
deeds of mercy to the suffering sons of man. 
In all this He doubtless had two aims in 
view. First, to give relief to tho suffering; 
but the second and more im portant was to 
show them by a real object lesson, that 
W’hat He did for their bodies was but a type 
of what Ho was ready to do for their souls. 
The healed man, the restored woman, would 
all the more readily listen to the words of 
life that sprang from His lips. And even if 
nine lepers out of the ten went away un­ 
grateful yoC the tenth would come back full 
of gratitude. Who can tell whether even 
ono in ten would have turned to Him had 
the way not thus been made easy and 
attractive!—Ret’. A. F. Schauffler.

The Senate C om pletes th e Free L is t- 
Two Publlo B uilding B ills 
Pass the Hods*.

Washington, Jan. l l . —Th? Senate has 
completed the consideration of the free-list 
section of the tariff bill. 
The following 
items were stricken from the free list: 
Fresh fish made subject to a duty of 4 cent 
pound), 
leather scraps, mica and mica 
waste, and osier and willow. 
Regarding 
the last item Mr. Allison said he proposed 
to put it on the dutiable list at IO per cent. 
The debate of the session was on the 
amendmet offered by Mr. Plumb to strike 
out the words “except when frozen or 
packed in ice, or otherwise prepared by 
any process for preservation” from the 
fresh fish section, so as to let the paragraph 
read simply “ fresh fish. ” 
Mr. Plumb a r­ 
gued that the exception 
discriminated 
against the people of the interior. 
The 
people living near the Canadian line could 
avail themselves of the privilege of pur­ 
chasing fresh fish free of duty, while if 
that fish were transported a short distance 
into the interior (which would require the 
use of salt) the people who used it were re­ 
quired to pay a duty on it. 
Mr. Hoar said he did not understand that 
the provision spoken of involved at all the 
general question of protection to Ameri­ 
can industry. 
The paragraph rested on an 
altogether different theory, and that was 
that instead of establishing costly training 
schools for naval officers competent to com­ 
mand ships and of seamen accustomed to 
exposure and danger, it would be bettor to 
cultivate, under the fostering care of the 
government, the coast fisheries. 
After further discussion Mr. 
amendment was withdrawn.

W a sh in g t o n, Jan. 12.—Friday’s session 
of the House was agaiu devoted to roll- 
calls and points of order. 
Mr. Weaver, 
however, did not have things all his own 
way, as the Speaker decided several points 
against him. 
One of these was that a con­ 
ference report took precedence over a mo­ 
tion to adjourn, and under this ruling the 
conference reports on the Milwaukee (Wis.) 
and Omaha (Neb.) public-building bills were 
agreed to. 
The first-named bill as agreed 
to appropriates $4,200,000 ami the other 
$600,000. 
During tho debate on the Mil­ 
waukee bill Mr. W eaver managed to get in 
a speech in favor of tho Oklahoma measure, 
during which he said that tho will of tho 
House and the wLshes of the country had 
been disregarded and trampled in tho dust 
by a small minority which was opposed to 
the bill. 
He was finally shut off by Mr. 
Mason, who raised the point of order that 
he was not speaking to tho subject lieforo 
the House.

SOMETHING CONCERNING THE EARLY L IFE 


OF THE AFRICAN EXPLORER. 
Henry M. Stanley’s real name is John 
Rowlands. Noah Brooks has written an 
article on Stanley for tbe February 
number of St. Nicholas, which will be 
illustrated with a new portrait of the 
explorer, maps, etc. 
In tbe article Mr. 
Brooks says: 
“Stanley was born in Wales, near the 
little town of Denbigh, and his parents 
were so poor that when he was shoat 
three years old be was sent to the poor­ 
house of St. Asapb to be brough ap and 
educated.

Young Stanley lived 
in New Orleans until 1861, when he was 
twenty-one years old, having been born 
in 1840. Then the great oivil war broke 
out, and Stanley went into tbe confed­ 
erate army.”
